^3.  (SBU)  Mr.  Chaiyan  stated  that  at  present,  no  one  from  the  RTG  is 
scheduled  to  attend  the  Extraordinary  Assembly  of  Parties  of  the 
International  Telecommunications  Satellite  Organization  (ITSO)  on 
July  8-9  in  Rome  because  of  budgetary  limitations.  However,  upon 
receiving  ref tel  talking  points,  he  said  that  he  would  like  to  send 
a representative  from  MICT,  if  possible.  If  not,  he  plans  to 
request  that  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  delegate  an  individual 
from  the  Thai  embassy  in  Rome  to  attend. 
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
